Mitchell Palmer and Representative 
Burleson of Texas talked there in ex- 
cited whispers. 

When Senator Bankhead concluded 
Senator Stone of Missouri went to the 
platform and asked unanimous consent 
to be allowed to make a statement. 

“Speaking for Speaker Clark,” said 
Senator Stone, “I will release—if re- 
lease be necessary—any delegation 
instructed for him, I would not have 
a single delegation stay with him for 
a single roll call.under any sense of 
obligation to him. 

“I need not tell this convention, or 
the friends of old Champ Clark, that 
he will stand by the nominee of this 
conventiun loyally to the end.”

Measuring would be to the nearest point 
at which any part of the contestant’s 
body touches the ground. There will 
be three qualifying Jumps and the trials 
in the finals. The longest jump of the 
six will be credited. In the high jump 
three trials will be allowed at each 
height. 

Rules for the Boys. 

Prof. Kindervater announced the 
following as the order of the day: 
The boys will gather in the bleachers 
in their respective classes, the 85- 
pound class at the north and nearest 
the gate, the others in succession 
as they appear on the program. 

While the boys are being weighed 

the clerk of the field will collect 
their medical certificates. 
. No person will be allowed to en- 
ter or remain upon the field except 
officials, participants and _ invited 
guests. All officials will be expected 
to assist in enforcing this rule. — 

While the boys of the 85-pound 
class are at the semi-finals, those 
of the 100-pound class will be 
weighed, numbered and lined up for 
their semi-finals, and this order will 
be continued for all:classes. The 
field numbers worn by the boys on 
their backs will correspond to their 
numbers on the program. 

Boys taking part in two events 
will hdye to be weighed twice, to 
prevent confusion. 

Finals in Same Order. 

The winners of the semi-finals in 
the dashes will be gathered and lined 
up by the marshal and his assist- 
ants and the assistant clerk of the 
course in the same order as before, 
when their time for the finals is 
called. 

The relay race will be the “shuttle” 
kind, and will be run in semi-final 
and final heats, The teams will be 
placed in alphabetical order accord- 
ing to the names of their schools. 
Four teams are tc run at one time. 

Score cards are to be turned over 
to the auditors through the clerk of 
the course.

NEW YORK, July 2.—Holland, im his 
daily letter in the Wall Street Journal, 
Bays: 

“Undoubtedly it is. correctly 
that, Frederick W. Lehmann, 
of the Department of Justice, 
signed his office to resume the practice 
of law in St. Louis. Yet those who have 
in the last six months talked with Mr. 
Lehmann cannot escape the suspicion 
that the statement is only a half truth. 
And, in fact. the real significance of his 
resignation is, from a political point of 
view. important than the 
personal reason ascribed, namely, that 


he wants to increase his income by tak- 
ing up again the private practice of the 
law. 

“Mr. Lehmann’s experience as So- 
licitor of the Department of Justice 
has convinced him that any attempt 
t» administer the Government upon 
nonpartisan lines, so far as the per- 
sonnel of the administration is con- 
cerned, will always prove unsatisfac- 
tory. He said to his friends that it 
has been impressed upon him very 
powerfully since he entered the De- 
partment of Justice that the Amerti- 
can people expect the Government 
will be a party government. 

“There are, of course, some offices 
in which the principles of nonparti- 
sanship may be with good _ reason 
adopted. But Mr. Lehmann has felt 
that when the people make party 
choice at national elections, they ex- 
pect the great administrative offices 
will be filled by men in *: sympathy 
with that party. 

“One of Mr. Lehmann’s friends re- | 
ports him as having said that, inti- 
mate and delightful as have been his 
relations with President’ Taft, never- 
theless never again will he accept an 
administrative office under a chief 
with whom he is not in partisan sym- 
pathy.”

YOUTH WHO STOLE 
AUTO SAYS HE 
RICH MAN'S SON 


Captured After Owner of Car 
Chases Him in Friend’s 
-Machine. 








A youth of 18, who said he was Ed- 


ward Wall Jr., son.of the wealthy owner 


of a chain of groceries in St. Paul, 


Minn., 
after a chase in which his pursuers uséd 
an automobile, and was dragged from 
beneath a bed in a dwelling at 1942 Ar- 


lington avenue, where he had taken 
refuge. He admitted to the police that 
he and another St. Paul youth stole 
Charles A. Madill’s automobile Sunday 
from 402 Olive street. 

Madill, who lives at 4140 Lindell boule- 
vard, rode out with. his friend, R. J. 
Holthaus, to look for the stolen ma- 
chine. As they rode along Union boulé- 
vard, near North Market street, they 
saw the missing auto standing in front 
of Albert C. Brockmeyer'’s dry goods 
store. 

As they approached two youths 
stepped out of the store and started to 
get into the automobile. Madill leaped 
from Holthaus’ machine and started to- 
ward them and the youths fled. 

The two ran north on Union boule- 
vard to Cote Brilliante. avenue, and 
dodging around the corner, ran west.

The quarrel between Mr. Bryan and Speaker 
Clark is merely an incident of the larger vital 
battle. Speaker Clark’s personal éharacter and 
record, over which so much hullaballoo is raised, 
does not touch it. Mr. Bryan’s personality and 
personal purposes are of the least concern. ‘They 
are smoke wreaths in the troubled atmosphere. 

The real battle is the desperate struggle of the 
allied bosses to retain their grip on the Demo- 
cratic party for the benefit of their masters, th¢ 
predatory interests. The deadlock is not caused 
by the sense of conscientious fidelity to Speaker 
Clark or by the loyalty of his true friends to his 
best interests, or the loyalty of the friends of 
Democracy to the interests of the people.

It is be- 
cause they know he is a strong, able man, excep- 
tionally well-qualified to lead Democracy to a vic- 
tory which would mean something for the peo- 
ple. It is because they know that he is independent 
of them and cannot be worked by them for pluto- 
cratic ends. They have no hold upon him. 

The allied bosses are willing to sacrifice the 
party rather than hurt the predatory interests. 
They prefer to wreck the party rather than lose 
their power to control its action. They would de- 
feat the party rather than elect a Democratic 
President who could not be used for their pur- 
poses.

‘‘UNDERGROUND RAILROAD’’ TRAILS. 

Erection of monuments at various points along 
the old Santa Fe and Oregon trails is followed 
by the interesting suggestion that the route of 
the “underground railroad’ through Pennsylvania 
before the war shall be designated by permanent 
marks. The “underground” was a pretty com- 
prehensive railroad system. It had lines running 
up through Indiana and Ohio as well as through 
Eastern states.

LONG ltne of milch cattle were driven daily to the Palatine Hill 
in Rome, and starving people in the streets turned to stare fiercely 
after them and curse in wrathful undertones. 

For this herd of cattle was kept solely to supply milk for the 
bath of the loveliest and wickedest woman in all wicked Rome—Poppsea 
Sabina. Countless gallons of fresh milk filled Poppaea’s marble bathing 
pool morning and night, while the poor of the city were dying of hunger. 
But this was not the Romans’ only—or chief—grievance against her. 

Poppaea was one of the Old World’s most notorious heartbreakers. She

WATER WILL ADD 


TEN YEARS TO LIFE

ATER stands next to air as an 
W absolute need of life: It, has 
been frequently 4&emonstrated 
that a person may go to liv- 
ing without food for weeks, but that 
total lack of water will kill in from two 
to three days. This is because the unit 
of living matter, the cell, is an aquatic 
creature, that is it must have a fluid 
medium in which to live and thrive. 

The different. cells from which the 
organs and tissues of the hody are con- 
structed need a constant supply of 
nutriment, and this nutriment must be 
presented to them in a liquid form. 
Hence the great need of drinking water 
to dissolve the food we eam in order 
that the cells may be properly nour- 
ished, and also to supply the needed 
quantity of water in which the cells 
may constantly bathe and continue to 
live. 

To keep the nutriment in a state of 
solution and to supply a fluid stream 
for the cells of the body to bathe in 
constantly, are the two chief uses of 
water; and in themselves would make 
the drinking of it an absolute necessity. 
But there are other very important uses 
for water in the economy of the body. 
While the different organs of the body 
are performing their respective func- 
tions, there accumulate poisonous sub- 
stances of various kinds. These poisons 
circulate in the blood and lymph and 
must be discarded, if the system is to 
continue to run in good order. These 





poisons are eliminated by means of water. 

With each exhalation of air from the 
lungs a certain amount of water vapor 
is given off. This can easily be shown 
by blowing one’s breath upon some cold 
surface, such as cold glass. The water 
vapor will become condensed by the 
cold and will appear as little water 
droplets upon the _ surface. Now this 
water vapor upon leaving the lungs 
carries away with it some of the poisons 
manufactured in the body. . 

One of the prime needs of the body 

that it should be maintained at a 
certain temperature. This temperature 
is about $8 degrees Fahrenheit. A 
Slight deviation of one or two degrees 
either way means that the body is not 
normal and that its existence is threat- 
ened. The chief means by which the 
temperature of the body is regulated is 
the amount of heat that is lost by the 
evaporation of water. 

To maintain your health, therefore, 
and to prolong your life, drink plenty 
ef water. About two quarts should be 
taken every day. It is best to do most 
of our drinking between: meals. Water 
furnishea the proper medium for the 
cells of the organs and tissues of the 
body. It helps to eliminate the ypoison- 
ous materials from the _ system. It 
feeds the tissues just as much as 
solid food does and helps to maintain 
the proper temperatyre of the body. 
In short, it maintains good health and 
thereby prolongs life.
